Colonel Russell's regiment. John Russell's (died 1681) regiment of 
guards was incorporated into 1st regiment of foot, and by 1669 he was 
its colonel. His uncle Lord Russell was a very powerful man in London 
politics. 


3rd Regiment of Foot, a line infantry regiment of the British Army, 
raised in Kent, garrisoned at Canterbury. Formed 1572, it was one of the 
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oldest British regiments. It fought in the War of the Spanish Succession 
(1701-14), with the British led by the Duke of Marlborough. The last 
battle of the war was at the Siege of Bouchain (9 August-12 September 
1711). The regiment returned to England in August 1714. (Charles Smith 
was 18 years old in 1711, so he could have fought at Bouchain. Apart 
from the 1719 Vigo expedition, until 1739 the regiment was on garrison 
duty in England and Scotland. It returned to Flanders in 1742 during the 
War of the Austrian Succession, as Thomas Howard's regiment, and 
became the "Buffs" It fought at the Battle of Dettingen in June 1743, at 
the Battle of Fontenoy in May 1745, and in Scotland in the Battle of 
Falkirk Muir in January 1746 and Battle of Culloden in April 1746. 
The English Army was notorious for its low pay, floggings and barbarous 
discipline. 


A CHURCH MARRIAGE, 1667-1754: (1) by banns: post intended union 
weekly for three weeks before marriage; (2) by license: church officials 
dictating where and when a couple could marry. Residency requirements 
(usually 4weeks), though at times loose, had to be met. Parental consent 
was required if either party was under 21. 

A CLANDESTINE MARRIAGE. Though most married at the family 
church, some skirted around the rules, marrying outside the church with 
grooms as young as 14, and brides 12 with their own consent. Clergy 
and witnesses were unnecessary but often present to provide proof the 
marriage had taken place. These marriages are commonly referred to as 
“clandestine.” Theses marriages were performed by institutions that 
considered themselves exempt from church canon, or at May Fair 
chapel by a cleric who simply flouted the regulations. Prisons like the 
Fleet & King’s Bench became popular for quick, no-questions-asked 
nuptials. Clerics imprisoned for debt welcomed the income. Many cleric 
prisoners who could afford it, lived in areas just outside the prison gates.

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The Company of Watermen and Lightermen (CWL) is a City Guild 
without Grant of Livery who historically licensed Thames Watermen (now 


licensed by the Maritime and Coastguard Agency). 


Watermen are river workers who transfer passengers across and along 
city centre rivers and estuaries in Britain and its former colonies. Most 
notable are those on the River Thames and River Medway, but other 
rivers such as the River Tyne and River Dee, Wales also had their 
watermen who formed guilds in medieval times. 


Lightermen were workers who transferred goods between ships and 
quays, aboard flat-bottomed barges called lighters in the Port of London. 


Its ancient apprenticeship index! is a unique resource to genealogical 
research however despite its medieval guild roots it is an active lobbying 
force today. Working alongside the Passenger Boat Association, it 
consults and negotiates with national and local government and its 
agencies on behalf of its members. In 2003 funds were made available 
via CWL using government grants, to assist apprentices from the 
riverside east London boroughs of Tower Hamlets and Newham. The 
Doggett's Coat and Badge, which was first raced in 1715, is the oldest 
continuously run river race and is now claimed to be the oldest 
continually staged annual sporting event in the world. 
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
